nition in an unuſuall way : His Majeſty doubts not, but the 
Petitioners have obſerved the ſtrange provocation He hath 
received to entertaine that Guard : That by the diſorder- 
ly and tumultuous conflux of people at Weſtminſter and 
White- Hall, his Majeſties great Councell was not only dif- 
nan , but his owne Royall Perſon in danger, moſt ſe- 

itious language being uttered even under his own win- 
dowes, whileſt the examination and puniſhing ſuch Tu- 
multsby the courſe of Law were interrupted and ſtopped. 
And ifany Citizens were wounded orill intreated, his Ma» 
klly*is confidently aſſured, that it hapned by their owne 
eviFand corrtpt demeanours,” oP IN 
12 3' His 'Majeſtie *knowes no. ather'endeavourstothe 
Innesof Court; then a gracious Intimation, "That he recet-

5 For His going tothe Houſe of Commons (when His 
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attendants were no otherwife armed then asGentlemen 


with'Swords) His Majelty is verily perfwaded, That it the 

Petitioners knew the clear grounds upon which thofe per- 

ſons ſtarid-accuſed of high Treafon,'and what will be _ 
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ved againſt them(which in due time they ſhall be acquain- 
ted with) and conſidered the gentle way his Majeſtis tooke 
for their apprehenſion (which Hee preferd before any 
courſe of vanes, though that way had beene very juſti- 
fiable; for His Majeſtie is very well aſſured that it is noto- 
riouſly knowne, That no priviledge of Parliament can ex- 
tend to Treaſon, Felony , or breach of the Peace) the Pe- 
titioners would believe his Majeſties going thither was an 
AQ of grace and favour to that Houſe, and the moſt peace- 
able way of having that neceſlary ſervice for the apprehen- 
fion of thoſe perſons performed; ſpecially, if ſuch Orders 
have beene made (which his Majeſtie is not willing to be- 
heve) for the reſiſtance of all lawfull Authority, as are 
diſcourſed of. 

6 And forthe proceedings againſt thoſe perſonsmen. 
tioned in the Petition; his Majeſtie ever intended the ſame 
ſhould be with all juſtice and favour according to the 
Lawes and Statutes of the Realme; to the which all inno» 
cent men would cheerefully ſubmit. 

And this extraordinary way of ſatisfying a Petition of 
ſo unuſuall a nature, his Xajeſtie is confidently perſwaded, 


| will be thought the greateſt inſtance can be given of his 


Majeſties clear intention to his Subjects, and of the fingu- 
lar eſtimation He hath of the F affections of this City, 
which He believes in gratitude will never be wantiog to 
His juſt Commands and Service.
